THE  UNIQUE  LARGE  SIZE 
$50  FRN  ST.  LOUIS  STAR  NOTE 

by  Doug  Murray  #1492 

Before  Mike  Crabb  starts  applying  pressure  to  acquire  the  illustrated  note  for 
his  extensive  St.  Louis  district  Federal  Reserve  Note  collection,  I felt  it  should 
grace  the  cover  of  the  Memphis  issue  of  The  Rag  Picker.  After  all,  this  super 
note  came  in  off  the  streets  of  Memphis,  Tennessee  last  year  at  the  Memphis 
International  Paper  Money  Show! ! 

I was  fortunate  enough  to  acquire  it  before  the  dealer  even  had  time  to  admire 
it  himself.  But  there  is  more  to  the  story.  The  dealer  said  that  an  elderly  couple 
came  to  the  Memphis  Paper  Money  Show  with  ten  $50  series  1914  FRN’s,  all  in 
high  grade,  VF  to  near  AU.  Nine  of  the  ten  had  Burke-Houston  signatures  and 
were  normal  block  notes  as  follows:  F/A-one,  G/A-two,  and  H/A-six.  The  tenth 
note  had  the  scarcer  Burke-Glass  signatures,  had  a two  digit  serial  number-22, 
was  VF/XF  in  grade,  and  was  a star  replacement  note!!  This  is  the  first  St. 
Louis  $50  1914  star  note  to  turn  up  and  only  the  second  $50  Burke-Glass 
signature  in  star  known. 

Data  just  recently  received  from  Bill  Raymond,  who  located  it  in  old  Bureau 
records  last  year  at  the  BEP,  summarized  what  is  now  officially  known  about  the 
$50  1914  FRN  St.  Louis  star  notes.  The  first  1000,  serials  HI  ★ to  H1000-* , were 
printed  on  Oct.  6,  1920,  with  a second  printing  of  3000  more,  serials  H1001  ★ to 
H4000 ★ , on  April  28,  1921.  No  record  of  signatures  was  indicated,  perhaps  all 
were  Burke-Glass,  or  maybe  a mixture  of  Burke-Glass  and  Burke-Houston,  as 
John  Burke  and  D.F.  Houston  started  holding  office  together  on  Feb.  2,  1920. 
This  indicates  that  some  older  Burke-Glass  stock  was  used  when  the  H22  ★ was 
serialed.

The  district  “H”  reach- 
ed the  suffix  letter  “D”  for  the  first  time  ever  in  FRN’s.  The  district  “J”  reached 
the  suffix  letter  “E”  for  the  first  time  ever  in  FRN’s.  The  district  “K”  reached  the 
suffix  letter  “G”  for  the  first  time  ever  in  FRN’s.  This  district  “L”  reached  the 
suffix  letter  “J”  for  the  first  time  ever  in  FRN’s.

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COUNTERFEIT  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

by  Martin  Gengerke  #2056 

Before  beginning,  I should  mention  what  this  article  is,  and  what  it  is  not.  Much 
has  been  written  on  counterfeit  U.S.  currency  over  the  years,  both  on  the  histori- 
cal aspects  and  the  technical  aspects.  Articles  such  as  William  Koster’s  in 
Paper  Money  magazine  have  served  well  to  aquaint  the  reader  with  counterfeits 
of  certain  series  as  well  as  with  the  various  telltale  signs  of  counterfeits  appli- 
cable to  other  fields  in  general.  The  history  of  counterfeiting  has  been  very 
entertainingly  documented  in  Counterfeiting  in  America  — The  History  of  An 
American  Way  to  Wealth  by  Lynn  Glaser  (the  writer,  not  the  fractional  currency 
dealer),  published  by  Clarkson  N.  Potter  in  1960.  A bit  more  technical  and  harder 
to  find  is  Counterfeiting,  Crime  Against  the  People  by  Laurence  Dwight  Smith, 
published  by  W.W.  Norton  in  1944.  This  article,  and  subsequent  ones  if  the 
popularity  warrants,  will  cover  little  of  the  historical  or  technical  aspects  of 
counterfeit  fractional  currency,  but  will  instead  endeavor  to  show  the  reader 
photographically  just  how  good  (or  bad)  the  contemporary  circulating  fractional 
counterfeits  were. 

The  counterfeits  illustrated  in  this  issue  are  of  the  second  issue  fifty  cent 
notes.  As  the  hardest  part  of  a note  for  a counterfeiter  to  do  properly  is  the 
portrait,  I have  illustrated  seven  portraits  of  Washington.  Only  one  of  them  is 
genuine.  If  you  have  guessed  ‘B’,  may  I suggest  you  throw  away  your  Friedberg 
and  collect  beer  cans.  Illustrations  B,  D,  E,  and  G are  all  rather  poor  and  should 
fool  no  collector  or  dealer.  Illustration  ‘A’  is  by  far  the  most  commonly  encoun- 
tered second  issue  counterfeit,  and  occasionally  slips  by  a dealer  or  collector, 
although  it  shouldn’t.  That  leaves  us  with  ‘C’  and  ‘F’.  The  genuine  is  ‘F\  The  note 
in  illustration  ‘C’  is  very  rare,  and  one  of  the  finest  fractional  counterfeits 
ever  “issued”.  The  Secret  Service,  which  pulled  cardboard  proof  impressions 
from  each  counterfeit  plate  it  seized,  has  both  actual  seized  examples  of  this 
note  and  cardboard  proofs,  perhaps  explaining  its  rarity.  Curiously,  although  the 
engraving  is  of  superior  workmanship,  the  reverse  surcharge  was  botched: 
instead  of  having  “18”  and  “63”  in  the  lower  corners,  it  has  “18”  and  an  inverted 
“39”.  Partially  printed  examples  have  often  been  mistaken  for  experimental 
pieces,  and  are  listed  (as  counterfeit)  in  Milton  Friedberg’s  Encyclopedia.  (See 
illustration  ‘H’). 

As  mentioned  earlier,  this  is  not  intended  as  a complete  listing  of  counter- 
feits, nor  is  it  intended  as  instruction  in  how  to  detect  counterfeits.  It  is  intended 
merely  to  aquaint  the  reader  with  a few  counterfeits  of  the  series.  If  it  should 
prove  helpful  or  popular,  a similar  treatment  could  be  done  for  other  notes  in 
the  fractional  series.

1977A  $1  MULES  SEEN  IN  THREE  DISTRICTS 

In  the  last  issue  of  The  Rag  Picker,  the  discovery  of  a 1977A  $1  mule  was  made 
known.  It  is  now  known  that  1977A  mules  exist  in  three  districts:  (1)  Richmond, 
(2)  Chicago  and  (3)  Dallas. 

A mule  is  identified  by  having  a back  plate  number  3,  4,  5,  or  6 on  a 1977A 
series  note.  No  other  low  back  plate  numbers  have  been  seen,  all  other  observed 
$1  1977A’s  have  had  a four  digit  plate  number. 

The  mules  observed  for  the  three  districts  were  all  printed  during  August  1981, 
the  last  month  that  $1  1977A’s  were  produced. 

PMCM  members  are  encouraged  to  check  their  $1  1977A’s,  and  The  Rag 
Picker  will  publish  the  results  as  they  come  in.  Send  your  reports  to:  Doug
